RECOMMENDATIONS 


Members of QCWA are experienced amateurs from all walks of life. They have had a long record of serving 
the public welfare through the Anateur Radio service. Many are highly qualified engineers who through their 


cations have made noteworthy contributions to the art of electronic communications. Others have pursued the 
hobby of Amateur Radio while simultaneously attaining successful careers in unrelated professions in government 


and industry. The question of 2 no-code amateur license has been discussed frequently at QCWa mectings and 


functions as well as in correspondence between members and with the QCWA Board of Directors. The consensus of 


the QCWA membership weighs heavily against any action by the FCC to establish any kind of codeless Amatenr Rit- 


be Sp 


dio license. While serving questionable benefit to the amateur service, a codeless license procedure would, 

by the Commission's own admission, generate additional administrative burden upon the FCC. Such a burden when 
translated to increased budgetary requirements for an agency which is striving for reduced government costs and 
requiations could hardly be justified in view of the questionable value of such a license. 

QCWA is fully appreciative of the efforts of the FCC to promote, encourage, and defend the rights and 
privilages of Amateur Radio licensees in this country. Nevertheless as an organization representing many of 
the most highly qualified and ‘Tespected amateurs holding licenses today, we strongly urge the Commission to 
reconsider its proposal for a codeless amateur license.
